I, the effurta that have bean meda to ob= 
tdin work for the Board, and officials to 
oarry on the work, have been checkmated by 
the Government, not once Lut many times. 
Whenever the Sanitary Board has etriven 
to do any work, tha headsof Government 
Departmeata have acon to it that the Board 
should not be ablo todo anything. If an 
inannitary drain wes complained of, tho 
Director of Public Worke repudiated all 
attempta-to trespass on his preserye. In- 
stances of this have ooourred during the past 
mianth, and yet the preeent High Priest of the 
Public Works Department refnsss to give the 
Board any credit for any important resalt 
brought about through any of its complaints, 
The Sanitary Board has never really 
superseded the Direotor of Public Works 
and the Coloniel Surgeon, and it ia well to 
point gut again, for the enlightenment of the 


.Governor and his advisers, that the report 


of the Golonidt Surgeon ‘of 2874 and Mr 
Gabert Chadwick’a report of 1882—both 
made before there was a Sanitary Board in 
existenoe—provided sufficient work to go on 
with if any Governor had a serious thou; ht 
of putting the Golouy into’a sanitary cendi- 
tion, Ag the Colonial “Surge -pointed 
out at last night's. meeting, a Uom- 
mittes of the Sanitary Board, com- 

sed of Mr. 3. D, Homphreys gud Mr 
N. J. Ede, reported as reaently os Septem- 
ber, 1893, that nearly all the houses ia 
High Street, Firet, Second asd Third 
Streets were iu a dilapidated and insonitary 
condition. “The floors were reeling wit! 
filth. The drainage was very bad; emells 
abominable." That report went before the 
present Governor, it may. be presumed. 
‘What action, if any, did he take? It is 
not necessary to quote sections or sub- 
sections of Ordinances, He is known to 
posseas powers that would enable him, 
if he were so disposed, to deal with in- 
sanitary dweilings, Of course, it was 
riot to he expectéd that the reporte of 
auch humble citizens as Mr Hamphroys and 
Mr Ede would receive much notice when the 
official reports of the Colonial Surgeon and 
the .Colony’s Sanitary experts were over- 
lovked or entirely neglected. 

Teking auotber dip into the past, wa 
would advise Governor Robinsgo, if be 
ie still dieposed to onlarge his know- 
ledge of the Colony he ia sent out to 
govern, to read the report published in 
the Government Gazelte of November 23, 
1838. In tho debate in the Legisla- 
tive Counail. oa gool extension, Mr 
Keswiok made several references to the 
report of tho Colonial Surgeou and the 
Surveyor General on tho iusaaitary oon- 
dition of the Chinese quarter—a report it 
was considered ‘ too horrible’ to publish— 
and aupplomented the report with statements 
like the following ;— 

*No. GL, Eset Street, Taipicgshan, ground 
floor 29 feat 6 inches loog, 16 feet | inch 
wide, 11 feet high, floor of mud 2 foot 6 
inehes helow street and side channel, kit- 
oben 7 feet by 2 feet with o eleeping room 
in it, no smoke fins, « back door and a hole 
1 foot square, § ohambers or partitions, 7 
fomilies.

Tho cockhouse lonks, the house bas 
not been. repaired during tenancy, water 
comes in at the door, ‘There is a well in the 
fouse; and Bore in its immediate vicinity.

1 foot 3 inches deep, Tha sub-tenants are 
bricklayer'a, hawkers, ship-covlios, a cook, 
and o boat builder; two of them do not 
come home at. night, the others nightly wash 
themselves in the oookhouse.’ :

We 
may. be responsible for insanitery deains, 
but for catrying out tho , Building 
Ordinance the Pablic Works Department 
in responsible, But the P.W.D., os fer ap 
Tinow, have no powor to onter, into. these 
houaes for the purpose of ancortaining their 
condition ; and to. carry out in. detail, or 
aitempt ta carry out the provisiong of the 
Health Ordinance or hp. Bolling Or- 
dinance would require threo times the 
stuff oither. tho Public .Warks. Department 
or the Sanitary Board at present possess.
